may be, a train is faster still, and to 
save time the sea-trip should be short- 
ened as much as possible. The ad 
vantage of having a permanent sta- 
tion on the Canadian side is obvious, 
as it would permit the arrangements 
for the handling of mails and passen- 
vers and freight to be brought to the 
highest possible degree cf efficiency,

C.P.R. IS OPPOSED 
TO ALL RED-ROUTE 


President Sir Thomas Shaughnessy 
Gives Some of the U.P.R.'s 
Reasons for Opposition to a 
Competitive Service. 


Montreal, Dec. 9.—Sir Thoma 
Snaughnessy, persident of the C.P.R., 
was interviewed today regarding th 
all-red route, regarding which an in- 
fluential deputation representing the 
Black Sed bay scheme is now visiting 
Canada Sir Thomas said 

“Tf, in this propos d— all-red 
scheme, the mails are chiefly to be 
considered, it is conceivable that for 
this purpose governmental suby-n 
tions might be appied for the realiza- 
tion of certain advantages in this 
regard, On the other hand, if the 
commercial princip!? be considered, 
with a view, through profit, to iessen 
or eliminate govérnmental subvention, 
it is an absurdity.” 

Being asked what 
the C.P.R. would be, should the new 
project be actually set on foot, Sir 
fhomas said the duty of the C.P.R. 
would be, as it had been in the past, 
to protect its own business, to extend 
its interests to preserve and enlarge 
the trade which it had built up, 
alike as a great carrying and steam- 
ship company 

“We are perhaps the largest carriers 
on this continent. Our business is to 
get and handle trade. We have had 
some experience. We think we know 


route 


the attitude of 


something of the needs of trade. We 
are also a steamship company, and 
we have studied this end with the 


object of ascertaining the exact con- 
ditions. 

“We put on the tw@ Empresses, and 
they cre paying boats We saw the 
necd, and we met it. But the differ- 
ence be. seen the Empress’s from the 
point of view of cost, of expense to 
handling and 4 type which would give 
the highest possible speed, is simply 
enormous, and, in my opinion, would 
not be justified, irom the commercial 
point of view, which is the chief con- 
sideration with a company like the 
CPR 

“I don’t say that the nee?ssary 
limit of speed has been absolutely 
reached, On the contrary, the C.P.R 
either of its own notion, or in co- 
operation, might be disposed to pro- 
vide boats of a better type than those 
how running on the St. Lawrence 
voute, but with the distinct under- 
Standing that such should proceed to 
Liv’rpool or some other English port 
Nor does this idea absolutely ex- 
clude the possibility of an arrange- 
ment by which there might be a
